The San Francisco Museum of Art will have the 
pleasure during the season 1937-1938 of presenting 
to the Bay Region Public three exhibitions sponsored 
by the San Francisco Art Association. All are open 
to American artists without limitation; the works are 
chosen by a jury elected by artist members of the 
Art Association. 

Numerous prizes are offered in all of these exhi- 
bitions, to which with rare exceptions any American 
artist is eligible. The awards are made by a jury 
elected also by the artist members. 

The Art Association Annual, originally including 
all media, had grown to such size that it was no 
longer easily handled, nor was it possible to present to 
advantage such varied types of art expression. The 
three specialized exhibitions have met the problem. 

The current Annual Exhibition of Watercolor and 
Pastel, follows a first exhibition of this title given last 
fall which was so successful that a selected portion of 
it is at present on an American Federation of Arts 
circuit throughout the country. The present exhibition 
is varied and represents well the large group of artists 
working in these media in California. It is pleasant to 
welcome each year also an increasing number of 
entries from other sections of the country.
